English Departmetat Pro- 
duces Mediaeval Miracle 
Play

Five centuries ago. tho second of the 
two Shepherd's Plays of the Jownoley 
Cycle was a good play; today It still la. 
Last night's presentation by tho Eng- 
lish Department was à credit to all sec- 
tions concerned In tho production. II Is 
no ca.sy tii.-ik to prosont a very old play, 
written for an unlettered folk-audience, 
.^^|| nmko it Interesting to a modern 
sophisticated one. | 

Tho story Is siniplo. A thiot steals • 
sheep and takes it l^omé to his . wife 
who hides It In the cradle: they pretend 
to the angry shepherds who come to 
look for It that the cradle Is occupied 
by their new-born baby. The shepherds 
discover tho fraud and chasten Mak. 
Angels appear, , chanting the Gloria In 
C.xcclsis, and the shepherds ara ovor- 
come with awe; they go to Bethlehem 
and give their humble 'gifts to the Babe 
in tho Manger. ' 

The greatness ot the play lies in the 
tact that it interprets tb« story of the 
shepherds abiding In the field In the 
light of the 'peoplc's.'own'oxperie'nce. In 
the shepherds, the atidl'enoe sees Itself, 
Its social Injustices, its crude buffoon- 
ery and simple devotion. All the situa- 
tions are found In our times, too. 

The play runs for less than one hour, 
and Is divided in a scene between a 
moor, a cottage, and the Manger at 
Bethlehem. These three scenes are in- 
geniously represented behind three 
arches with curtains. The action Is 
played from each of the arches In turn, 
under a spotlight. Considering the 
cramped space this arrangement en- 
tailed, the stage movement was well 
done. 

Of the actors Rae Guess gave a rol- 
licking performance as the shrewish 
wife; John Dando took top honours for 
his very real shepherd. The diction ot 
these two Is to be cor^mended. Law- 
rence Batlersby was mpresslve as a 
3hepherd. James Domlllle was a lively 
shepherd boy, but he 'needs to speak 
more clearly. David ■^ilson was the 
thief, and we feel he could have bee.i 
more ylllainous. As tùe Angel, Jean 
MacDonald made a beauUfiil figure and 
spoke her lines with good taste. Gér- 
aldine Brietsche gave a'vèry simple and 
touching performance as the Virgin; 
her voice was also well controlled. 

The . costuming, as usual, was ver>- 
colorful, but the lighting, particularly 
the spot, was uncertain.

Craft v%. Industrial Unions 
Both speakers agreed that the pre** 
cnt struggle Is the inevitable outcome 
ot a conf.ict that has been brewing tor 
many years between craft unionism on 
the one hand, and Industrial unionism 
on the other. The exponents of craft 
unionism, as typified by the Aagrtai^i 
FederaUon ot Labour, believe ^tS^tSe*^ 
organization of skilled labour in groups 
determined by the type ot work involved, 
liidusirial unionism on the other hand, 
which is supported by the Committee 
tor Industrial Organization, necessitates 
the organization ot the complete per- 
sonnel In any one Industry. The pa« 
pers were delivered somewhat In the 
manner of a debate as Morgan sup- 
ported the craft unionists while Gordon 
iclieved that the future ot labour lies 
In the organization Into Industrial un- 
ions. 

The reasons for the contllct between 
the two types ot unions, as pointed out 
by both speakers, lie mainly in the fact 
that the craft unions are only for the 
benefit ot the skilled and highly paid 
workers, while the Industrial unions 
embrace all types ot workers Including 
skilled, semi-skilled, and non-akllled. 
Gordon showed that in modern industry 
there has been a shift from the trend of 
the early nineteen hundreds, when com- 
plicated machines required highly skill- 
ed labourers, to a condition ot organiza- 
tion where automatic machines require 
only unskilled tenders. This has re- 
sulted In putting the skilled labourer on 
pracUcaUy tho same economic footing 
as hla unskilled fellow worker. 
Preeent Trend 
In Oordon's paper, he - showed thar 
this trend In Industry necessitates in 
dustrlal unions It the labourer la t 
have any voice In his own status, f. 
otherwise the large and growing n. 
production industries such as s. 
automobiles and radio are left out u; 
purely cratt organization. This 
shown to be the reason why Lew.j 
broke away from the A.FX. and 
formed the C.l.O. for the benefit of 
'his not inconsiderable class ot workers. 
In a. cratt union these labourers would 
have no chance ot successful collective 
bargaining while It has been demon- 
strated In the recent happenmss In the 
United States that an industrial union 
can succeed. 

Futuni I'ussibillties 
In the discussion which followed the 
speeches Interest centred mainly on the 
posslbillUes ot the C.I.O., and especial- 
ly ot Its leader, Lewis, Tha suggeatioa 
was made that it he were successful In 
his plans for the organization ot labour 
he might be a presidential candidate In 
the 1940 elections. There was some 
feeling, on the other band, that he 
might us ebis genius tor organization 
for a fascist dictatorship of the United 
States.

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Artistic Possibilities 
Of The Film 

THE possibilities of the motion picture 
as a form of artistic expres.^ion can be 
only dimly conceived by those who con- 
fin* their film attendance to commercial 
productions. Advance.*! in the technique 
of photopraphy, pettings, grouping of 
.subjects, and the co-ordination of the val- 
ues of sight and sound, .ire taken advan- 
tage of hesitantly and doubtfully by the 
moguls of Hollywood. For experiments 
do not, as a rule, make money. 

New discoveries in the treatment of 
th« cinema are being made mainly in 
countries which tend to be more respon- 
sive to artistic sincerity and more indif- 
ferent txj the tj'pe of raucoua display 
which seems to make the most money on 
this side of the Atlantic. Holb-wood un- 
doubtedly can produce films of aesthetic 
value; and would produce more if the 
public demanded them. One only appre- 
ciates how lacking in imagination cus- 
tomarj' methods are when one sees the 
attempts that are being made by men less 
interested in the purse than in the fascina- 
tion of the camera's potentialities. 

The National Film Society, which 
was organized in Montreal only a year ago, 
has been bringing to this city films of an 
experimental nature which have not been 
given commercial showings. Their pro- 
pramme last Wednesday included the 
famous German "Cabinet of Dr. CaJigari," 
wiiich bewildered audiences back in 1919; 
and an impressionistic version of "The 
Fall of -the House of Usher" — both stim- 
ulating examples of what can be done with 
a camera and a creative intelligence. 

Experiments of this kind sen-e as an 

Indication of the boundless possibilities of 
the cinema as a means of individual ex- 
pression. Hollywood methods favour put- 
ting as many men as possible on each pro- 
duction. But the film will not reach its 
highest level until the time when an in- 
dividual mind is able to visualize the en- 
tire effect in advance, and thus achieve 
unification and a personal interpretation 
of fitory. photography and sound. As a 
medium* the film is worthy of, the highest 
conceivable creative genius. 



Modern Science 
Come8 Of Age 



ONE of tlie most interesting reflections 
induced by this year's automobile show 
is that teciinologictti improvement along 
«tandard lines has, it would seem, reached 
more or less of an ultimate' and that what- 
ever improvement comes now — and un- 
doubtedly there will be plenty — - will be 
definitely improvement and not cluin'je. 
The problem of a hostile environment Is 
one that the present generation does not 
have to face in that we at least are at- 
tuned to th(; aK'^, somethinjr our fatlieri; 
and raot'tiei>^ were not. Our rea<;tions 
should therefore be norma! and not fol- 
lowed by the psychological hangoverg 
reminiscent of the last era, and one which 
Is still with us, if, the truth be told, in 
part. 

It ig a debatable point Just how far 
science can go in revolutionizing our 

livef, but the point that Is generally not 
y;r;i.sp<;d is tiiat thi.« change is along one 
level and not ii) diff<-r<^i)t jjlune.s as was 
the case in tiie pa.st. 'J'iiat W to Kay, auLo- 
mobilee and radio.-! And movies exist and 
have existed long enough for us to Ijecome 
accustomed to them. This W. the major 
.sUiiJ. Kveij telcvi.sion and inventions of a 
like Jiatuic will not be c.hangeH but only 
advaijceiiieiil*:. We should therefore be 
able from now on to absorb science and 
not have it absorb ue. 

With this realization should come the 
moderating thought that v.e have usî yet 
no practical piiilosopiiy to suit tlie 
machine era. None of our old classical 
philo.sophics and none of tlie .-^laiKiard ko- 
callcd ''ijj'ajjinatic:*' i)hilo;jojjlii<;fc are 
adaptable. TJioy aje al! in \/anii of Uie 
present, abatiaction-s. Wliat we need is 
something romantic ajid clasaical, Bouie-

Aa a llttt* girl, 
bur friends say, sho would watch with Insatlabia cur- 
iosity every person who camo to her partnta' house, 
llor opportunltlos for auch .1 pruçtloe were unusually 
large as hor father was a physician, and their house 
in New Vork was nearly always filled with people of 
all kinds watting for a consultaUon. Xilttle Ruth made 
the niost of all this, for it ia on record that whllo her 
friends of tho same age wora making paper dolls, sho 
would go ono bolter and convulse th* playroom or 
saiuipile with the mlmlolng of her frlendt, or her 
father's patients. 

Tho first opportunity that the «utsid» world had 
of appreciating her Ulenl cams during; tha war, when 
she played to tho soldiers during tho great campaign 
for American Red Cross funds. This mode her real- 
ize that perhaps she did possess an unusual gift which 
might'be seriously cultivated with profit. According- 
ly sho sot to work to learn tho technique necessary to 
make her presentations good theatre. She spent 
many years Icarnlngr all she could of tha theatra in 
the stage company of Mario Tempeat. It waa during 
a tour with Marie Tomfesl that Miss Draper first 
visited Montreal. 

From those boglnnlngi of study and struggle Miss 
Draper's fame has risen and spread In a manner 
which might welt be considered miraculous, did one 
not know of the many obstacles that have been sur- 
mounted by her dogged determination. .She has given 
command performances at Windsor before his lato 
Majesty King George and Queen Mary; sho has given 
command performances at Madrid to the King of 
Spain. All tho world has be«n opened to her and 
bound to her In friendship by that indescribable link 
of personality wlilch can throw across the footlights. 
The tools with which she forges this link remain the 
same aa those with which sho atartod out. Tliey con- 
sist oC an old shawl, a half trunkfull of costumes, and 
her trained imaginative mind, body and voice. It is 
a well known fact that Miss Draper Is tlia author of 
all her own studies, but tow arc aware that over 
fifty per cent of tlieso studios ara never even com- 
mitted to paper, and of these fifty per cent a great 
number aro entirely impromptu.
